Dear Sir: 


In response to your request, I beg leave to say that the man in your employment, Thomas 
C. Pecks, about whom we had the conversation was convicted in the U.S. Courts, before the late 
Judge Cadwalader, for frauds upon the internal revenue. His place, S.S. Cor. 13th and Christian, 
was seized and confiscated. 


The trial and conviction occurred in the United States Courts in 1876, as may be seen by 
the records. 


In May of 1884 Peck was employed by the city. He swore to service rendered for 27 
days. The following month he swore to service rendered for 39 days (in two separate 
departments), and illegally collected the money. In May of 1885 he swore to two accounts — one 
for 11 days and one for 26 days — (37 days) in one month and collected the money. In June he 
presented two vouchers — one for 16 and one for 26 days (42 days) — and illegally collected the 
amount. The following month — one auditor in the Controller’s office then doing the work 
formerly done by two — the attempted steal was detected. The Controller’s books will furnish full 
evidence of this steal. 


The character of this man has been recently ventilated and it is a matter, not only of self- 
respect to yourself as Superintendent of the Mint, but also as a protection to the valuable interests 
under your care, that you should be thus thoroughly notified of the facts.
